The United States, in dealing 
with industrial rroblems, is seck- 
ing out the best methods of ad- 
justing matters to the needs of 
the nation. Its experiments will 
be well: worth watching. Three 
courses are open to it. These 
are, to leave, everything just aa 


‘it is, to act tip an inclusive mono- 


poly under fairly strict govern- 
ment supervision, or to take es- 
sential industries over under & 
straight Government ownership 
and operation’ scheme. ‘Lhe 
sentiment: of the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration leans towards the 
second of these tHree courses. 
There are. grounds for believing 
that the majority of the people 
in. America doubt the wisdom of 
attempting.to go ahead with the 
old system of everybody for him- 
self, On the other’ hand, there 


"is little reason to believe that 


there is, as yet, any widespread 
demand for absolute government 
ownership. The remaining  al- 
ternative—monopoly under gov- 
ernment control—is something 
so new, and containing so many 
openings for the making of mis- 
takes, that there are many who 


‘\| doubt whether even this would 


be wise and - practicable. _ Yet 
there jg evidence that President 
Roosevelt, in his recovery pro-' 
gramme, is not likely.to be. tied 
down to tradition. His policies 
will soon be getting under way, 
and the progtamme he has 
mapped out will bo’ the proving- 
ground of the Administration's 
theories. It will be seon ‘in 
course of time how govern- 
mental supervision works, and’ 
whether any half-and-half mea- 
sures will suffice to. produce the 
desired. results, Thero is a 
school of thought whith believes 
that nothing short of ‘public 
ownership of essential industries 
will suffice to mect the situation. 
‘The whole point is whether there 
can be any compromising he- 
tween old and. now systems— 
whether or not there 
will have to be a funda- 
mental breach with past ideas.

It realised too that.if there was 
to be any striking, the time to do 
it was in 1932, after Manchuria 
hud been put under the Japanese 
wing.
